Joint Traffic Complaint Committee.

Dayton, Ohio, November 13, 1905.—Important action 
was taken this week at a meeting of the higher freight 
traffic officials of the Ohio railroads at Columbus At thi 
meeting the agreement with the Ohio Shippers’ Association 
calling for the appointment of a joint committee to hear 
all complaints in regard to rates and classifications of ship 
ments, was ratified. A committee of the traffic men pres- 
ent selected officials to represent the railroads on the joint 
committee with the shippers Many of the leading rail 
roads are represented. Preceding this meeting the ship 
pers’ representatives, including members of the executive 
committee and State officers from this city and Springfield, 
met to decide whether such action on the part of the rail 
roads would meet with the approval of the large and smal! 
shippers of the State. It was decided that Ohioans had a 
plan which might meet with national approbation, and 
since the railroad rate question is paramount, the action of 
the Ohio shippers and railroad men will be regarded as 
most significant. This action whereby the complaints as 
to rates and classification of shipments may be heard, is a 
practical compromise movement and one which will attract 
national attention. The experiment is expected to be a

lhe executive board of the National Paper Trade Asso 
ciation of the United States met in Room 116 in the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, New York, at 4 o'clock p. m. on Friday of 
last week, to take final action upon the instructions received 
from the semi-annual convention in Chicago on June 15, to 
employ a paid corresponding secretary Those present 
were QO. A. Miller, of the Central States Paper Dealers’ 
\ssociation, president; John Leslie, of the Northwestern 
Paper Dealers’ Association; FE. U. Kimbark, of the West 
rn Paper Dealers’ Association; J. H. Sinex, of the Phila 
delphia Paper Dealers’ Association; B. F. Bond, of the 
Baltimore Paper Dealers’ Association; William D. May 
ind J. E. Linde, of the Paper Dealers’ Association of New 
York. 

Mr. Linde, as secretary and treasurer of the association, 
reported the receipt of voluntary subscriptions to the 
umount of $5,000, and submitted figures showing that this 
um will be sufficient for salary and expenses of the cor 
responding secretary for one year. He expressed the con 
viction, however, that additional subscriptions would cer 
tainly be forthcoming 

Che subject was then discussed by the entire board, and 
W. C. Ridgway, who has been serving under a temporary 
ippointment, was unanimously selected as permanent cot 
responding secretary to serve for one year. Mr. Ridgway 
will at once enter upon his duties, which were carefully 
considered and fully defined by the board. He will first 
study conditions of the trade in the territories covered by 
local associations, and for that purpose will visit Phila 
delphia and Baltimore this week and then proceed upon an 
an extended tour through the West, going first to Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and other Western cities, taking in 
probably Omaha and Denver. A very comprehensive pro 
gram has been mapped out, which cannot fail to enlarge 
the scope of the association’s activity and increase its use 
fulness. Mr. Ridgway is well equipped for his work, and it 

confidently expected that the National Association will 
receive quite an impetus through his efforts. The office 
will be located at Room 1512, 41 Park row, New York, 
where all mail matter should be directed, and the members 
of the association are invited to correspond freely with that 
office upon all subjects affecting the welfare of the trade 

The recent action of President Caldwell, of the American 
Pulp and Paper Association, in proposing a change in the 
constitution and general character of that association upon 
the lines of the recommendations agreed upon in the joint 
comference of manufacturers and jobbers at Niagara Falls, 
was discussed and warmly commended.

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TRADE CONDITIONS GOOD. 


Situation at Holyoke Comfortable—Fair Movement in Boston 
and Chicago—Miami Business Revives After Elec- 
tion—Quieter in Canada. 


The scarcity of water throughout New England has had 
a bracing effect on the tone of the market. At the present 
writing it looks very much as if there might be some im- 
provement in the water conditions, as the latest advices tell 
of heavy but intermittent rainfalls. The drought, of course, 
affects the ground wood papers first, so under a continu- 
ance of low water some considerable stiffening in them 
would not be unlikely. Without a doubt the demand for 
roofing and other building papers is first in point of vol- 
ume, with tissues running a close second. Prices in gen- 
eral seem to be firm at their present ratings, but the con- 
tinued advance in the cost of raw materials should help to 
raise them. With very few exceptions, and those not at all 
remarkable, the quotations are at the same figures as they 
were a week ago. Dealers are unanimous in stating that 
with them the general condition of business is above com- 
plaint. Many go further and claim that the demand for all 
papers is good. The manufacturers, while making reports 
of satisfactory business, are nevertheless energetic in their 
search for orders. From their zeal in this respect it seems 
as if the market is not quite so active as they would like 
to see it. Some of the most prominent concerns making 
roofings say that they have more orders than they can con- 
veniently handle. There is a good movement in book pa- 
pers, but owing to the severe competition prices are still 
on a low level. Contracts, as a rule, are being shaded on 
renewals. In writings there is a fair demand for the vari- 
ous grades, but owing to the comparative listlessness of 
the demand the market on writings seems even more quiet 
than is actually the case. On nearly all grades the buying 
seems to be restricted to the pressing needs of the consum- 
ing trade. In news, while the actual condition of the mar- 
ket remains unchanged, prices being still at their old low 
level, the possibility of a winter drought has a tendency to 
stiffen quotations. Manila papers are all moving in some- 
what increased volume, due to the fact that this is the sea- 
son of large consumption. Some of the cheaper grades of 
manila are still suffering from the resultant effects of the 
overproduction of the past summer. Should low water 
continue for a few more weeks there is a strong likelihood 
of an advance in all ground wood papers. For box boards 
there is a slightly increased demand, notwithstanding the 
recent advance in the price list. Rope papers are finding 
a good market even at the high prices to which they have 
been advanced as a necessary sequence of the cost of raw 
In domestic wood fibres the demand is satisfac- 


material.

Miami Trade Recovering After Election. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, November 13, 1905.—Now that the elec- 
tion is over there is a probability that trade will vastly im- 
prove. Reports from the priicipal mill centres are favor- 
able, but it was apparent that some slight interference with 
the regular channel of trade had been in evidence. Mill 
men were at a loss to explain and jobbers were satisfied 
with saying it was merely one of the eccentricities of the 
paper business. Knowing ones shook their heads and ad- 
mitted that in their long business careers they had never 
heard of a State or national election which did not inter- 
fere with trade, be it slight or marked. No disturbance 
was anticipated this year, and the continual improvement 
up to the fall season indicated there would be none, but 
last week experienced the unsettled conditions, and these 
same conditions must have prevailed to a more or less ex- 
tent in the States which held elections and in several of the 
larger cities where municipal contests were fierce. How- 
ever, the election has passed into history and all is ex- 
pected to run as smoothly as a marriage bell. The result 
in Ohio, while -unexpected, cannot have any detrimental 
effect on trade.

Canadian Business Quieter. 

Toronto, Canada, November 13, 1905.—Dealers say that 
business is somewhat quieter than it was a month ago, with 
considerable price cutting prevailing. At present prices 
United States goods in the cheaper lines could not be 
shipped in and pay the duty with any chance of competing 
in the Canadian market. An explanation given for this 
price cutting was that some of the new mills and firms 
looking for business had begun to shade prices to attract 
trade, and that the old houses, getting tired of this, de- 
cided to give them a run for their money and instructed 
their salesmen to go the new houses one better. There 
cannot be said to be much improvement as yet in the mat- 
ter of prices, but, on the whole, dealers do not grumble 
much at the situation. They expect the market to right 
itself just as soon as dealers see the foolishness of cutting 
one another’s throats, and they believe that with Canada’s 
growing trade there will be business enough for all. One 
dealer said today that while representations would doubt- 
less be made to the Canadian Tariff Commission to put a 
higher duty on paper, yet he did not think there was much 
hope in getting the Government to impose higher duties. 
He recalled the attempt to get higher duties on paper bags 
some years ago, which attempt was a flat failure. He also 
pointed out the inevitable answer of the Tariff Commis- 
sioners. They would point out that United States paper 
manufacturers were getting a large part of their raw ma- 
terial in Canada and paying freight on it to their mills. 
Surely, then, the Canadian manufacturer ought to be able 
to hold his own with the present duties, seeing he had his 
raw material at hand, while his United States competitor, 
in addition to the duty, had to pay freight on his raw ma- 
terial and also on his finished product back into Canada.

DROUGHT RELIEVED. 


Soft Melting Snow Comes to the Relief of the Maine Mills 
The Rise in the Rivers Has so Far Modified Condi- 
tions—Prospect of Further Improvement. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

RumForD Fatis, Me., November 11, 1905.—Four days o 
soft, melting snow in this section within the past week ha 
raised the Androscoggin River and modified conditions, t 
the great benefit of the various paper mill industries locate: 
along that river. At the Oxford Paper Company’s mill at 
this place a part of the machinery had been obliged t 
close down during the low water. 

At Madison the greater part of the machinery of th 
Great Northern Paper Company’s mill was shut down by 
reason of insufficient water supply, but this will be started 
as fast as the rise in the river will allow. The inclement 
weather has been of incalculable value to the lumber in 
dustry of the State and the industrial plants located along 
the Kennebec River. Water in the great storage.basins had 
become very low and the ground along the river watershed 
very dry. 

Rather more than a foot of snow has fallen in the 
Moosehead Lake region, which is expected to melt during 
the next few days if warm weather prevails as expected, in 
which event the drought will be greatly relieved. This, 
followed by the average wet weather, due between now 
and the first of the new year, is believed to make certain 
sufficient water to supply the mills and factories along the 
Kennebec River for the entire winter. MAINE. 


Grass Cloth Dutiable as Paper Hangings. 


General Appraiser De Vries, for the Board of Genera! 
Appraisers, on Thursday of last week sustained the pro- 
test of R. F. Downing & Co. against the assessment by th 
Collector of duty at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem on 
so called grass cloth as manufactures of vegetable fibre 
under provisions of paragraph 347 of the Tariff Act of 
1897. The decision states in part: 

“Several claims are made by the protestants, each of which. 
in our opinion, is that the merchandise is known in trade and 
commerce generally and uniformly throughout the United 
States as paper hangings, and, as such, properly dutiable 
at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem under provisions of 
paragraph 402 of said act, which reads: ‘Paper hangings 
and paper for screens and fireboards, and all other pape: 
not specifically provided for in this act, 25 per cent. ad 
valorem; all Jacquard designs of one line paper, or parts 
of such designs, finished or unfinished, 35 per cent. ad 
valorem; all Jacquard designs cut on Jacquard cards, or 
parts of such designs, finished or unfinished, 35 per cent 
ad valorem.’ 

“The same point has been before the board for consid 
eration in various decisions. Wherein such merchandise 
has been found to be in chief value of vegetable fibre it 
was held dutiable according to such chief value. In none 
of those cases, however, was any testimony introduced 
tending to establish commercial designation of the mer 
chandise. At this hearing counsel for the importers in 
troduced numerous witnesses and other testimony from 
various parts of the country which is uniformly to the 
effect that this merchandise is such as is carried in th 
stock of dealers in paper hangings, is classed by them a: 
such and is used for the purpose of decorating walls as 
wall paper, that it is that class of merchandise which is 
utilized by a paper hanger for purposes within his trade 
and that it is uniformly and generally classed throughout 
the country as within that class of goods known as paper 
hangings. No testimony to controvert this has been intro 
duced by the Government, and so far as this record ap 
pears the merchandise is generally and uniformly within 
the category mentioned 

“Practically the same point was raised in the case of 
De Jonge vs. Magone, wherein the Supreme Court of the 
United States held that commercial designation to control 
as to the proper classification of wall paper and paper 
hangings. In principle the contention of the importers is 
the same as that decided in G. A. 5331 by this board on 
cloth lined paper, which was to the effect that though in 
chief value cloth, the commercial designation of the article 
controlled. We are of the opinion, from an examination 
of the testimony and the authorities cited, and in the 
absence of any controverting testimony offered by the 
Government, that the proper classification of the article 
is as contended by the importers, to wit, as paper hang 
ings dutiable at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem under 
the provisions of said paragraph 402. Previous decisions 
of the board contrary thereto or not in harmony here 
with are modified accordingly. The protests are sustained 
and reliquidation accordingly will follow.”

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THE MEMBERSHIP QUESTION. 


The Vote to Divide the Membership of the American Paper 
and Pulp Association Is Almost Unanimous—Interest 
in the Proposed Change Unabated. 











Relative to the suggested change in the constitution of 
the American Paper and Pulp Association in regard to 
nembership, it is noteworthy that the frank and hearty re- 
ponse with which President Caldwell’s postal inquiry im- 

ediately met is still sustained. Letters are daily received 
it the headquarters of the association which testify to the 
inflagging interest taken in the agitation. Manufacturers 
from all parts of the country indorse the proposed change 
and commend the efforts that are being put forth by the 
present officers of the organization. Not only is the pre- 
vailing sentiment in favor of an amendment to the consti- 
tution such as will divide the total membership into active 
and associate members—the former to be comprised of 
manufacturers only, the latter to be composed of all others 

but there are, in fact, but one or two dissenting voices, 
and even these say that they would retain their member- 
hips should the change be made. As the secretary desires 
is full and representative an expression as possible, it is 
urgently requested that all those who may not as yet have 
replied do so at the earliest possible moment. 

It is pleasing to note that a considerable interest has 
been manifested on the part of manufacturers who are not 
at ‘present members of the association. Of these, many 
declare a likelihood of their becoming members if the pro- 
posed plan goes into effect. The expressions of the manu- 
facturers who replied to President Caldwell’s letter are as 
frank as they are varied. 

One manufacturer from the West expresses in strong 
terms his disapproval of the present condition of the or- 
ganization for two reasons. In the first place, he writes, 
the meetings as they are at present conducted succeed in 
bringing in contact with the manufacturers numerous sales- 
men representing kindred interests who employ the oppor- 
tunities which such meetings supply for introducing their 
goods. In other words, the association degenerates into a 
purely ulterior agency. In the second place, continues the 
writer of this letter, those meetings of the association 
which are held for the avowed purpose of mutual advan- 
tage and profit have always been deemed of secondary im- 
portance to the annual banquet. “We can fill our skins 
completely at much less expense by staying at home,” con- 
cludes our Western friend. 

Another prominent manufacturer says that he has al- 
ways been dissatisfied with the association since it has 
added to its membership the so called “affiliated members.” 

We quote below several expressions of opinion from 
prominent companies throughout the States: 


Georce E. BarpEEN, PRESIDENT OF THE BARDEEN PAPER

“Personally I have always favored the proposition to 
divide the membership of the A. P. and P. A., and have 
talked that for a long time. It ought to be so that paper 
makers can meet and do something to benefit the trade at 
these sessions, and not be forced to accept the dictates of 
others who only have some product to sell to manufacturers 
and paper mill owners.” 

E. C. Waker, GENERAL MANAGER OF THE CHEMICAL Pa-

“I am in favor of the suggested plan. I believe that if 
the association is to be one for the manufacturers it should 
certainly be controlled by them. Under the present system 
the association is too heterogeneous to be of any great 
benefit to manufacturers. If the manufacturers were to 
become the sole active members they would obtain an in- 
creased benefit from the association without curtailing those 
which the other members of the trade are at present receiv- 
ing.”

“I have no objection to offer to the proposed plan of di- 
viding the membership of the association into active and 
associate; on the contrary, I think it the proper thing to 
do.

The Wisconsin View of the Question. 


AppLeTon, Wis., November 13, 1905.—The proposition to 
divide the membership of the American Paper and Pulp 
Association meets very decidedly with the approval of the 
manufacturers of this district. It cannot be said that their 
opinions are entitled at present to much weight with the 
association, however, for so far as your correspondent has 
been able to ascertain none of the Fox River manufacturers 
are member of the association at all.

Paper Covering for Steel. 


At the recent meeting of the American Society for Test- 
ing Materials, Louis H. Barker, who is connected with 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, read a paper on “Protection of 
Iron and Steel Structures by Means of Paper and Paint,” 
which detailed the results of tests that have been carried 
on since 1893, using paper instead of paint to protect steel 
structures. Mr. Barker showed a series of bars,. half the 
length of which had been covered with paper and the other 
half painted in the usual manner. The paper was put on 
after the bar had been covered with an adhesive substance, 
the edges of the covering being lapped. In the samples 
shown the paper was still intact and unbroken, while the 
painted portion of the bar showed plainly the need of re- 
covering. The results obtained had been highly favorable 
to the paper. “At the Jersey City station of the Pennsy]l- 
vania Railroad a very considerable use had been made of 
the paper covering and with entire satisfaction.

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BUILDING PAPERS ACTIVE. 


The Demand for All Grades Has Been So Strong That the Mar- 
ket Is Bare of Stocks, With the Dealers and Consumers 
Clamoring for Supplies—Prices Have Advanced. 


The present situation of the market in building papers 
is from all accounts extraordinary. Nothing like the cur- 
rent active demand for these papers having taken place for 
the past few years. With the increased demand prices 
have advanced about $5 per ton. This is particularly true 
of dry felts. Coincident with this very heavy demand the 
cost of all the raw materials entering into these papers has 
gone up a like amount, with the result that the manufac- 
turers have not gained by the advance in the selling price. 

Within the past few months the demand for all kinds of 
building papers has increased to such an extent that stocks 
in the hands of the dealers are now at a minimum, the 
market being almost bare of any supplies. In view of this 
it is no wonder that the manufacturers in the various lines 
are being pressed hard for stock by their regular trade. 
How long this state of things will continue it is hard to 
predict. The practical cessation of building operations for 
the winter would, it seems, lessen the tension, but as heavy 
operations are likely to commence again early in the spring 
the manufacturers and dealers will no doubt struggle to 
be prepared for the promised revival of business in the 
spring. There is, therefore, no immediate prospect of dull 
times in building papers this winter. 

Notwithstanding the increased demand for saturated felts 
the prices on these have not been advanced to correspond 
to their increased cost. This feature of the market situ- 
ation in building papers is not understood even by the deal- 
ers who handle tarred goods. 

A very ingenious explanation is given for the recent 
heavy demand on tar, rosin and roofing papers in general. 
This in substance is that woolen goods have of late years 
been in such demand that the manufacturers have been 
obliged to look beyond their own sources of supply for 
their raw material. To get a sufficient amount of this 
material to fill the constantly increasing number of orders 
they have resorted to the rather unique expedient of ap- 
propriating the old rags that otherwise would have gone to

the paper mills, using it instead for shoddy. The increased 
consumption of this raw material naturally strengthened 
the demand for what remained, and this enormous demand 
very naturally sent the price up. From this it is but nat- 
ural that the increased cost should have reacted on the fin- 
ished product. 

Local dealers can scarcely remember the time when the 
mills have so delayed in filling their orders. The books 
are already full and every mail brings in heavy orders for 
immediate delivery. The mills are rurming at their high? 
est rate of production, but are so far behind with orders 
that it seems as if they never would catch up. 

Rosin papers have easily been in the van of the upward 
trend, influenced by much the same conditions as seem to 
affect roofing papers in general. The latest advices from 
men representative of this branch of the trade declare that 
the price is daily going higher, as there seems to be no 
let-up in the demand. Some orders already in for roof- 
ings are being filled at $50 per ton, but no orders are now 
taken for less than $55. For rosins as much as $4 more 
per ton is being asked and received. 

Old timers are scratching their heads and trying to re- 
member the time when their orders have been held up so 
long, or when the mills have been so pressed for quick 
deliveries. All hands are looking forward to one of the 
finest winters for business which the trade has ever experi- 
enced.

Prospect of Big Cut on West Branch, Me.

Bancor, Me., November 13, 1905.—The outlook is that 
the cut of wood on the West Branch will be as heavy dur- 
ing the present winter as it was last.

If the 
season is favorable the probability is that not far from 
30,000,000 feet will be the cut. Last winter the logs which 
came down river amounted to 27,000,000 feet.

It is expected that the cut of the Great Northern will 
come to nearly 50,000,000 this year, which will make the 
West Branch drive next spring nearly 80,000,000 feet to

The rossed wood case, which was thought to be dead 
and buried, has, for the second time, been resurrected, to 
the great discomfiture of the users of Canadian wood.

The market om building papers is at present in a very 
unusual state, beimg so active that production has for the 
past few months run considerably short of the require- 
ments of the country in those papers. This, we believe, 
has happened only twice in the past six years, once in the 
fall and winter of 1899 after the long summer drought, and 
again two or three winters ago, when the manufacturers 
had for about six months more orders than they could 
turn out on time. The present situation, from all accounts, 
is really more strenuous than the manufacturers would 
care to see it, as they are bombarded with orders which 
they cannot accept. Unfortunately, however, the mill men 
are not profiting by the extraordinary demand, as the cost 
of their raw material affects the increased selling price of 
their goods. Ome cause for the increased cost of their 
stock is the fact that the manufacturers of textiles are 
appropriating satinettes, shopping rags and the other grades 
for making shoddy to be used in their own mills.

Pulp or Paper Caps for Hay Ricks Wanted. 
Avucusta, Me., November 11, 1905 
Editor Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Sir—In 1898 we bought some five or six cars of 
“Symms” hay caps from Skowhegan, Me. These are used 
for covering the little hay ricks in the field at night to keep 
off the dew and rain. They were made of wood pulp or 
straw board, and when inverted they are bell shape, with 
about 3 feet in diameter on the ground and about 6 inches 
deep. The sides are deeply corrugated and ribbed in order 
to preserve their shape, and there is a little flat top of 
about one foot in diameter on the top. These cost in thos 
days something like 45 cents. Several concerns in suc 
cession made these, but all of whom went out of business 
We are very anxious to find some party or parties who 
will go into the making of these again, and hope that such 
parties will take the matter up with us. A sample of these 
caps has been expressed to the Thompson & Norris Com 
pany, Prince street, Brooklyn, N. Y. We also have other 
samples here at Augusta. Samples of the thickness and 
quality of the goods can be mailed from here under a 2 
cent stamp. The total weight of the caps in their dry state 
is 7 pounds.

The demand for wood 
pulp has been increasing during the last four or five years, 
and there should be a good market for the American arti 
cle, especially from the Pacific Coast. The nearness of this 
market to the Pacific Slope States ought to enable Ameri 
can manufacturers of that region to completely control this 


commodity.

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PAPER MAKING CHEMISTRY. 


The A. D. Little Laboratory at Boston, Mass., an Example of 
the Increased Recognition in This Country of the 
Importance of Exact Knowledge 


[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAL. ] 

In the development of modern industry nothing is more 
significant than the growing tendency to substitute for the 
rule of thumb empiricism of our forefathers a strict control 
of material and processes. It is the office and privilege of 
the specialist to assist the manufacturer in his efforts to 
secure this control, and probably no better measure of the 
development of an industry can be found than is afforded 
by the extent to which the specialist is utilized. The up to 
date brewer no longer considers the phases of the moon 
before he starts upon a brew, but he does rely upon the 
industrial biologist for information that his yeast is true to 
type. The head of the research laboratory of one of our 
great electrical concerns has under his direction more than

fifty chemists. A single establishment in Germany has 
over 150 doctors of philosophy upon its payroll. All this 
merely means that exact knowledge regarding the condi- 
tions of any industrial operation has come to be recognized 
as better than guesswork, no matter how shrewd the 
guessing. 

The recognition of this truism is 
tunately, far more general in Europe, and particularly in 
Germany, than in the United States. In Germany not only 
does the Government maintain great laboratories for the 
chemical and physical control of materials, but the heads 
of departments in the German universities are 1m closest 
touch with the needs and aspirations of German industry, 
and this not in an academic way, but along the lines of 
‘practical endeavor as followed in the great manufacturing 
plants.

No large laboratory is developed in a moment, and its 
efhciency depends far more upon its organization and per- 
sonnel than upon its material equipment. The A. D. Lit- 
tle laboratory at 93 Broad street, Boston, Mass., is the out-

Conferences at which from three to five of 
the chemical staff are present are an important factor in th 
work of the laboratory which thus goes forward as that of 
a compact organization rather than that of individuals en 
gaged on separate problems. Passing through the labora 
tory office one enters the laboratory devoted to general 
analysis and pulp testing, portions of which are shown it 
Fig. 3 and Fig. 4. This connects directly with the room 
given over to paper testing and microscopy, shown in Fig 
5. the other end of the room containing the balances. This 
room opens out into the main laboratory which, as previ 
ously stated, occupies about one-half of the entire floor

of view are shown in Figs. 6, 7, 8 and 9, but the great size 
of the room and its somewhat irregular shape makes it 
difficult to adequately present its arrangement and equip 
ment as a whole, and much of the latter is not shown a 
all in these pictures. 


In its general plan and equipment this laboratory will 
bear comparison with any. The main desks and working 
benches are supplied along their entire length with gas, 
water and the electric current for power, electrochemical 
experiments and heating inflammable liquids, while ai 
blast and suction are close at hand. The lighting could not 
be improved. from the dark 
room for photographic work. Included in the equipment of 
the laboratories are many pieces of special apparatus, part 
of which is permanently fixed, while other pieces are 
brought into place as needed. Among this apparatus may be 
mentioned the calorimeter, for determining the heating 
power of coal; this is of the Parr type, with water motor 
and thermometer corrected by the United States Bureau ot 
Standards; the autoclave, designed to carry safely pressures

up to 750 pounds to the square inch; tumbling, shaking and 
grinding apparatus for mixing and sampling; a Hilgard 
elutriator driven by a gas engine for determining the rela- 
tive size and amount of the coarse particles or “grit” of 
clays; a large special drying oven designed by Mr. Little 
for moisture tests on pulp; other drying ovens immersed 
in boiling toluene to obtain a constant temperature of 110 
C.; multiple water baths; electric heaters; together with 
the experimental sulphite digester, model beating engine 
and molds for hand made paper, shown in Fig. 9. The 
beater was built by the McKim Foundry and Machine Com 
pany and is fitted with elbow bed plate and adjustable 
roll. It is driven by a 1 horse power electric motor. The 
equipment for the special work of paper testing includes the 
Schopper and Wendler for determining the 
strength and stretch by the methods of the K6niglichen 
Versuchs-Ansalt, of Charlottenburg; a Mullin tester, Ran 
dall and Stickney and Brown & Sharpe micrometers. Com

Mills Nearing Completion. 

St. CLoup, Minn., November 3, 1905.— 
Work on the dam being built by the Watab 
Rapids Power Company, and the work on 
the pulp mills being constructed by the Wa- 
tab Pulp and Paper Company, on the Mis- 
sissippi, two miles north of Sauk Rapids, is 
rapidly advancing, and it is announced by 
the superintendent of construction that the 
mills will be ready to make paper by March 
I 

It is estimated the two companies will 
have invested an amount in excess of $200,- 
ooo. The plant will be complete in every de- 
tail, with a dam above which a suspension 
bridge over 500 feet in length will be con- 
structed. The mills will employ about 200 
men and will be equipped with two gener- 
ators, the machinery being operated by 
forty-three electric motors. 

The excavation for the power house, pulp 
mill, tail race and east side abutments is 
nearly finished and covers a ground space 
of 44x237 feet. The giant smokestack, which 
is to be 165 feet high, has reached a point 
42 feet above the foundation line and is be- 
ing pushed at the rate of five feet per day. 

The brick work on the big boiler house and 
wood room has been completed, and the 
structural iron work force is placing the 
steel roof trusses in position. 

Che most interesting part of the construc- 
tion work just now is the laying of the con- 
crete floor in the paper mill machine room, 
76x236 feet. This floor will require 1,006 
cubic yards of concrete, which includes the 
girders and forty-four columns, 18 feet high 
and 21 inches square. The network of iron 
rods, wire meshing, false boxes for belt 
holes, steam pipes, &c., make the work com- 
plicated. Engineers say that this will 
represent the most extensive, and at the 
same time one of the most complete jobs of 
concrete work ever laid in America. John 
Wunder, of Minneapolis, is the contractor. 

The brick work on this building will be 
completed by December 1. When the mills 
are in full operation they will be capable of 
turning out 45 tons of first class print paper 
each day.

WOOD PULP.—As was prophesied in these columns 
last week the low water in the East, and particularly the 
Maine drought, has materially affected the price of pulp. 
Quotations are becoming much firmer as the latest reports 
from Maine come in. This is not to be surprised at, as the 
trade realizes from experience what a drought at this sea- 
son means to the mills. There are, nevertheless, a very 
considerable number of inquiries steadily coming in, and

WOOD FIBRES—Here again the scarcity of water 
throughout the New England States was bound to register 
its results.

The quantity of Unbleached 
that is available is said to be somewhat smaller than it has 
been. In both the Foreign and Domestic Sulphites every 
pressure is being brought to bear on the prices. Foreign 
stocks are not as scarce as might naturally be inferred, but 
if reports can be relied on are being held for higher prices.
